Business will be sus- 
pended, tbe wheels of industry will 
stop and the people will remember 
the great leader whose body will on 
that day be lowered to its final home.

proclamation 
of- Presieent 
Roosevelt set Thursday as the time 
the people of the country should as- 
semble for memorial services for the 
President, but Coshoclon services will 
be held Wednesday evening at 7 
o'clock in the First 
Presbyterian 
church. This place is peculiarly sit- 
uated. But little more tbau half a 
hundred 
miles 
from 
the 
place 
where 
the 
Ptesident 
lived so 


many years, 
our 
peopte 
have 
always looked upon him with a 
sense of ownership, and hundreds of 
them desire to witness the last serv- 
ices at his old home. 
Among them 
are the men who will take part in the 
memorial services and a great many of 
those who want to bear testimony, by 
their presence at a Coshocton service, 
of his worth and greatness. 
The services will be held 
at « 
o'clock and Rev. Mr. Ebersole, of the 
Baptist church, will preside. The 
program provides for music from the 
choir, and speeches of ten minutes 
eacii will be made by Rev. Dr. Fisher 
and R^v. Mr. Sever, of Coshocton.and 
Rev. 
Mr. Jones, of Roscoe. Rev.Rein- 


hold Reuss will read the Scripture 
lesson. Rev. Mr. Dollison will give 
the invocation and Rev. Mr. Webber 
will 
pronounce 
the 
benedic- 
tion. The President's favorite hymns 
will be sung. Ibj service 
will 
last not more than an hour and a 
quarter. The churches of tbe city are 
asked so dismiss their prayer meetings 
on that evening in order that all the 
people may attend the memorial ser- 
vices* 
The Commercial and Coshocton Na- 


tional bangs will be closed during the 
entire day. and all retail business 
houses, under the recommendation of 
the executive committee of the Re- 
tail Merchant's association, will close 
at noon for the entire day. 
The 
courthouse doors will not be open, 
and city hall will be quiet-

WHEN CZOLGOSZ WAS IN DANGER 


HoMted Officers Patrolled the Streets aad 


.Newspapers Issued Extiti>£

Ed Judd. the contracting plasterer, 
Home fruui Butlalp where he spent 
he most exciting uight of his life. He 
was uo the streets during the hours 
hat PieMdeut McKinley lingered be- 
ween life and death and saw the 
*reat throng clamoring for the life of 
the wretch Czoljiusz. 
-The people crowded Main street 
nd tilled the space in front of the 
newspaper oflices."'said Mr. Judd in 
peaking of the night of excitement. 
•We watched tne bulletins and as 
,hey indicated the dangerous condi- 
ion of the President the people be- 
came wiid with excitement, in the 
early evening a single blue coated 
horseman kept the roadway clear in 
rder that the cars might pass. Then 
jame another and another, and they 
lad more than enough work to do. 
Jfiicers on foot appeared on the side- 
walks and attempt?*! to keep the peo- 
ple moving, but their efforts met with 
ndiffereat success. That crowd want- 
ed to read the bulletins, and when 
moved away they returned. 
'Then more mounted men appeared 


until they stretched from curb to 
urb,and looking about me I could see 
ither blu3 lines across the street. I 
lon't know how :ong this continued 
but suddenly there was a yell. The 
mounted officers quickly turned their 
lorses and loicing a way through the 
rowd galloped off in the direc&ionof 
iYanklin street wnere stands the 
now famous 
First precinct police 
tation. 
The crowd followed and 
t was not until later that-1 learned 
ust what- happened. 
'•The first precinct station in po- 
ice headquarters and down a little on 
"nmkiin street- from the city hall 
)zo!gosz was confined in the station, 
nd in spite of the strong guard of 
T policemen the crowd brok^gj^ough. 
Then came tbe.call for the "mounted 
men. 
and the mob wis driven up 


•'ranklin street. It found its way to 
Main, and those on Main rushed down 
a street, that enters it diagonally, to 
he station. '.There the police were 
massed in force. Lien tenants and ser- 
geants rode everywhere in front of 
jhe crowd begging the people not to 
jpoose the law but to help the police 
to "protect the prisoner. The officers 
were not rough but they kf-pt con- 
stantly moving,preventing the crosrd 
rom packing in too close to the lines. 
The station was roped off and here 
another line of officers held tbe crowd 
n check. 
Occasionally the people 


broke through and their shout of 
,Humph was taken up and echoed 
'or biocks around. They were ihvarf- 
bly driven bacK. bui the police had no 
time to rest. Thy were called to put 
down another success. And so it con- 
inued" Patrol wagons were driven 
around in the mob. and officers kept 
everybody moving as far as possible. I 
cannot describe the scene. It was 
one of confusion, excitement and tur- 
moil- That vast throng of people.bent 
havine the life of the assassin, 


;ould not overcome the vigilant police, 


idn'ij see a revolver in the hands 


o£ an officer, but doubtless they were 
armed. 
-About- this time the newspapers 
began postinsr bulletins that President 
McKinley was dead. 
They were 
greeted with shouts of rage from tbe 
crowd and great nutabers of people at 
the station, two blocks away, rushed 
back to learn the cause of the new ex- 
citement . Finding ithe cause they 
forced their way to the 
station 


through crowds still coming. This 
was repeated time after time, and I 
firmly believe, the newspapers did as 
much as the police that night to save 
the prisoner. 
"I don't know how long they kept it 


up, but the excitement finally died 
away. It was the most tumultuous 
mob you could imagine, and it was 
bent "on having Czoigosz. but it didn't 
zet him. J saw no soldiers the entire 
evening, and I don't believe O.olgosz 
was taken out of the station to the 
penitentiary js was published. That 
would have been impossible. 
Tbe 
yreat mass of people would have pre- 
vented it by the very force of num- 
bers.

German Views.

Just coming from a farewell audi- 


eBce at Marlborough House previous to 
his sailing for these shores Sir Thomas 
I.ii.ton was seen by a representative of 
Collier's Weekly, who obtained from 
Uiiu the following Interview: 


"That cup is still in the lap of the 


gods. 1 am often asked whether I 
think I shall triu it- My only reply Is 
that I hope to win it, or 1 should not 
enter the contest. I have that hope, 
and it is part of my sanguine nature 
perhaps that during the recent trials 
of the new challenger on the Clyde the 
Lope grew at moments Into an expecta- 
tion. If there was certainty that I 
should win or that 1 should lose, there 
would be no sport. Only one thing is 
quite sure— that the best boat will win. 
ami I ain sportsman enough to wish 
thru it should. If my boat is the best, 
well and good. 1 shall rejoice to bring 
the cup back with me, but the next 
best thing to bringing it away is to 
leave it where it is. 
"Were this contest not a thoroughly 


friendly one. I should not enter upon 
jt_ America knows iay mind on this 
matter, and I know America's. Noth- 
ing could exceed the kindness shown 
me when last I challenged from the 
time of my arrival in American waters 
till the tinie of my departure. Thou- 
sands of people came out to say good- 
bv. I shall never forget the sight or 
the sound. Crowded steamers came 
down the river, and as the St. Louis 
passed Sandy Hook's battery fired two 
gnus in farewell salutation. The Ameri- 
can press was particularly good to me, 
and the interviewer, who is rather a 
bete noire in the imagination of some 
of my traveling countrymen, I found a 
capital aad a considerate enough fel- 
low. 
And it is my confident opinion— 


an opinion I expressed on my return 
home— that a great number of the peo- 
ple of America were rather disap- 
pointed because the Shamrock 1 did 
not win. A greater proof than this of 
the hospitality of any country I do not 
know and cannot imagine. 


"I do not think it necessary to reiter- 


ate my faith In the absolute fair play 
of American sportsmen or to retell here 
hoxv congress, quite independently of 
this particular race, has, by a special 
amendment of Its navigation laws, un- 
dertaken the task— no light one— of 
keeping the course clear for contest- 
ants. It used to be necessary to say 
these things here at home. That is not 
an agreeable remark — not a more agree- 
able remark than the lady made to 
Disraeli the younger, 1 spend my life 
in defending yon.' 
Without saying 


that. I have to admit that when I first 
entered my challenge many of my 
friends asked me whether I was mure 
of a fair field and no favor. 


"Well. I was sure, and 1 told them so 


with an emphasis that rather startled 
some of them. Now nobody even asks 
me the foolish question. That is some- 
thing gained by the race of two years 
ago and by the race which Is about to 
be run. If I do not bring back the cup, 
I do something much better — aud to the 
right understanding and the consequent 
good will between the sport loving pub- 
lic on one side of the Atlantic and their 
coileagnes on the other. 


'•Turning to the future. I have no rea- 


son to think that the circumstances of 
the second race will be any less con- 
genial than tnose of the first. On the 
contrary, I believe that the American 
people and myself were never on kinder 
terms than we are now. 1 speak, at 
any rate, for myself. 


"Sept. 21 will see the first of the five 


races that are to decide which is the 
better boat. Why as a citizen aad a 
cot-mopoiitan I await that decision 
with equanimity has been already told, 
Why as a sportsman I equally await 
with confidence is. of course, a far more 
problematic affair.

however, in my opinion, a better boaT 
than Shamrock I.

From Buffalo to Washington. 


Through a living lane of bareheaded 


people, stretching from Buffalo up 
over the Alleghenies down into the 
broad valley of the Susquehanna and 
on to the.marble city on the hanks of 
the shining Potomac, the nation's mar- 
tyred president made his last journey 
to the seat of the government over 
which he presided for four and a half 
years. The country seemed to have 
drained its population at the sides of 
the track over which the funeral train 
passed.

trappings and tokens of woe. A mQ- 
lion flags at half mast dotted hillside 
and valley and formed a thicket of 
color over the cities. And from al- 
most every biuiner streamed a bit of 
crepe. The sl-iio:is were heavy with 
black symbols of monrning. 


At all the larger towns and cities 


after the train got into Pennsylvania 
militia drawn up at present arms kept 
back the enormous crowds. The si- 
lence with which the countless thou- 
sands viewed the remains of their 
hero and martyr was oppressive and 
profound. Only the rumbling of the 
train's wheels, the sobs from men and 
women with tear-stained faces and 
the doleful tolling of the church bells 
broke it. At several places, Williams- 
port. Harrisburg and Baltimore, the 
:himes played Cardinal Newman's 
grand hymn. Taken altogether, the 
journey home was the most remark- 
able demonstration of universal per- 
sonal sorrow since Lincoln was borne 
to his grave. Every one of those who 
rame to pay their last tribute to the 
dead had an opportunity to catch a 
glimpse of the Sag-covered bier ele- 
vated to view in the observation car 
at the rear of the train. 


There was no other bit of color to 


catch the eye on this train of death 
The locomotive was shrouded in 
black, the curtains of the cars in 
which sat the lonely, stricken widow, 
;he relatives of the president, cabinet 
-n-i others were drawn. The whole 
b!ac<v train was like a shuttered house 
•avt- only for -jat hindmost car,where 
the body lay. guarded by a soldier of 
the army and a sailor of the navy.
